trade is usually a polite way of killing 
a measure, and Mr. Grimes thought the 
Whitely communications deserved bet- 
ter fate at the hands of the board. 


John Brushart was of the opinion 


that the standing committee might feel 
slighted and so lie did the courteous 
thing by moving that they work in har- 
omuy with the special committee to be 
appointed. His motion was lost.

Solicitor Woodrow Says the Water Works 


Trustees Can Extend Pipes Oat in the 


East End and the Board Will I>o So. 
Property owners and residents in the 


Holcomb "& Skelton addition, in the 
East End are getting somewhat impat- 
ient waiting for council and the water 
•works hoard to take final action on 
their petition asking for an. extension 
of the water works system so as to in- 
clude them. 
The water works trus- 


tees took the petition up several weeks 
SKO and determined to give the East 
Eiders full water priveleges. The sup- 
erintendent was ordered out along the 
route to determine just where the pipes 
should be laid and arrangements were 
about completed preparaotry to put- 
ting down the pipes and turning on the 
•water when the unexpected interfer- 
ence of council intervened. 
The water 


works trustees were cautioned by the 
city fathers not to extend water mains 
out into Clay township unless the peo- 
ple out there would come in and help 
pay the city taxes. The clash between 
the two boards has delayed action and 
the East End people are wondering 
whether they are ever going to get city 
water or not. 
No action was taken at 


the last meeting of the water works 
board. 
City Solicitor Woodrow has 


given as his legal opinion that the 
•water works board has not the full 
power to extend the water works sys- 
tem independent of any action on the 
part of council. Thus backed up by 
the views of the solicitor the water 
works trustees have about decided to 
go to work and put down the East End 
pipes, ignoring council's expressed sen- 
iiiuent TO the contrary. 
The matter 


will most probably be brought up at 
the meeting oi council tomorrow even- 
ing and the solicitor given an oppor- 
tunity to state the status of the case.

N. W. Evans, are the proud possessors 
of canes of more than ordinary histori- 
cal value. 
Dr. Gibson, of the West 


Side, presented them, and they are 
made from wood from the old (Jedar 
mills of Adams county. 
The furnace, 


which was the first one erected west 
of tho Alleghaneys, was built in 1811. 
The rafters were all made of [cedar 
and it is of one of these that the four 
canes were made. 
The wood is as 


perfect and as sound as it was eighty- 
five years ago, when first put into use. 
A few years later the 
Steam and 


Marble mills were built and the three 
were operated until 1839. At that time 
iron in large quantities was found at 
Hanging Rock and the Adams county 
mills closed down, their owners mov- 
ing into the new fields. Many of the 
rafters remain, evidencing the superior 
quality of those primative structures. 
The canes are valuable souvenirs and 
the fortunate possessors may well be 
proud of them.

the hospitals. 
Mnj. Gen. Linares is 


stricken and his life is despaired of. 
The physicians imd nurses are incapa- 
ble of coping with the disease. 
The 


epidemic is very serious all along the 
troeha. In some cases entire companys 
have been stricken. Gen. Arolus and 
"nearly every member of his staff are 
ill. 
Ciipt. Gen. \Veyler has ordered the 


erection of new hospitals along the 
troeha, and will send to Spain for ad- 
ditional physicians. In J5aracoa, ITol- 
gnn and oilier places in eastern Cuba, 
the fever is rag-ing with great violence, 
nnd it is spreading to the

From Matan/.as come most 


distressing telegrams. In thuteity the 
mortality is about sixty per cent., 
and it is becoming ciiflieult to bury 
the dead. The hospitals of Havana 
contain yearly 0,000 patients, and every 
day the number is being increased.

brought in from 1'inardel Rio province. 
Physicians fear that more serious dis- 
eases may result.
